optionallv. from 0% to about 1% electrolyte: 

optionally, water soluble solvents, and mixtures thereof: 
and wherein the composition has less than, about 20% , preferably loos than about 
10^, mor e pref e rably loos than about 5%; even more proforably logs than about 1%, 
and even s till more proforobly loss than about 07S%r-water by weight of the 
composition. 



2. (Withdrawn) Hie composition of Claim 1 wherein said composition has from about 
1% to about 15%, preferably from about 2% to about 10%, and more preferably 
from about 3% to about 8% water, by weight of the composition. 



3, (Original) The composition of Claim 1 such that the closed cup flashpoint of the 
composition is greater than about 1 00°F» 
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4. (Amended) The composition of Claim 1, wherein the composition has a viscosity 
pour time, as measured by the viscosity pour test wherein 4 parts of the composition 
is diluted with one part water, of less than about I minut e, preferably less than about 
30 Gooondo^ more preferabl e loos than about 20 s e conds, ond ovon more pr e f e rably 
te sfl than about 1 0 sooonda . 

5. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1, wherein the perfume has a caniar^ the 
carrier preferably being microcapsules, zeolite or mixtures thereof. 

6. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1. wherein the perfimie is complexed with a 
polymer, preferably an araine^ 

7. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1, further comprising an active ingredient, 
to provide additional fabric care benefits, selected ftom the group consisting of: 
bodying agent; drape control ag^t; forai control agent; smoothness agent; static 
control agent; wrinkle control agent; sanitization agent; drying agent; stain resistance 
agent; soil release agent; malodor control agent; dye fixative agent; dye transfer 
inhibitor; color maintenance agent; anti-fading agent; whiteness enhancer; anti- 
abrasion agent; fabric integrity agent; anti-wear agent; defoamer, anti-foaming agent; 
rinse aid; UV protection ag^t; sun fade inhibitor, insect repellent; enzyme; and 
mixtures thereof. 

8. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1, fijrther comprising an active carrier 
and/or an effervescent system. 

9. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 8, wherein the active carrier is selected 
from the group consisting of starch, starch derivatives, sugar, sugar derivatives, 
clays, silicas, zeolites, talcs, and mixtures thereof. 

10. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 8, wherein the effervescent system is 
composed of citric acid, sodium carbonate, sodium bicarbonate, and mixtures 
thereof 
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11. (Withdrawn) The composition of Claim 1, wherein the perfume composition 
comprises a perfume active or mixture of perfume actives selected from the group 
consisting of aromatic and aliphatic esters having molecular weights from about 130 
to about 250; aliphatic and aromatic alcohols having molecular weights from about 
90 to about 240; aliphatic ketones having molecular weights from about 150 to about 
260; aromatic ketones having molecular weights from about 150 to about 270; 
aromatic and aliphatic lactones having molecular weights from about 130 to about 
290; aliphatic aldehydes having molecular wei^ts from about 140 to about 200; 
aromatic aldehydes having molecular weigihts from about 90 to about 230; aliphatic 
and aromatic ethers having molecular weights from about 150 to about 270; and 
condensation products of aldehydes and amines having molecular weights from 
about 1 80 to about 320 and mixtures thereof.

55. (Original) A process of dispensing a composition of Claim 1, the process 
comprising the steps of placing an amount of said composition in a dispensing 
device, and adding an amount of water sufficient to dilute the comx)osition. 

56. (Withdrawn) A process of dispensing an article of Claim 25, the process comprising 
the steps of placing the article in a dispensing device, and adding an amount of water 
sufSdent to dilute the composition- 

57. (Withdrawn) A laxmdry kit comprising: 

a pliuidity of fabric softener articles of Claim 25; and 

one or more elements selected from the group consisting of a diluting and/or 
dispensing device; packaging for the articles; identification means for identifying 
different types of articles; and a set of instructions associated with said 
packaging. 

58. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, wherein the identification means comprise color, 
odor, texture, opacity, peariescence, size, shape, embossing, or debossing, applied 
maricings and mixtures thereof to distinguish between articles having different 
fragrances and/or different febric care actives. 
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59* (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, further comprising a perfume for use in 
association with the fabric softener articles. 

60. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, wherein said package is affixed to a padcaged 
laundry detergent product. 

61. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, further comprising a fabric care agent selected 
fh)m group consisting of detergents, pre-treaters, stain removers, fabric care sprays, 
dryer-added fabric softener sheet, and bleaches. 

62. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 61, wherein the febric softening articles and fiabric 
care agent(s) have the same perfume, 

63. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, wherein said instructions describing methods of 
vising the fabric softener articles and fabric care item(s) together to improve 
performance. 

64. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 57, wherein said instructions comprise written 
instructions, pictures, icons and combinations thereof. 
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
